. CONTRACT VS. DAY LABOR. 


A Stronc Presentation In Favor of Ihe Lat- 


ter Mudo by WaBhlnffton Labor CnlonB. 
The clay was when the contracb ajstem 


for the prosecution of public work -\vas, 
in a rne.isure, uccessnry because of the 
lack of sufficient system in municipal 
governments to insure the proper kint 
of supervision over diiy's labor. As the 
Bysteni'Xvos then ii vogue an'd ru~[jafdec 
as necessary in every city of tho conn' 
try, vrhen the present form of -govern' 
ment for the District was devised con 
gross inserted in the organic law a pro 
vision requiring public work to be given 
out by contract. It is doubtful whether 
such a provision would be inserted to 
day if the lnw were to be res-enacted. 
The contract system is no longer a ueces 
sity, luid ' the question is now raiscc 
whether it is not rather a positive evil 
The committee representing the labor 
organizations of tlie District that ap 
peared yesterday before the Distric 
commissioners presented what was mi 
doubtcdly a very strong__argumeut in 
favor of abolishing tho system. The gang 
of Italian laborers imported here to vrorl 
on tho Brooklaud sewer arrived oppor 
tnnely, just iu time to give an extra 
point to the views pressed upon the at 
tention of the commissioners by the com 
mittee. 


The community, the labor committee 


maintains, can presumably do the work 
juat as cheaply as the contractor, ant 
when it is done it stands a far 'better 
chance of being well done. 
Tho com 


munity therefore can spend on the worl 
all that it would pay .to the contractor 
and putting the profits to account it can 
get better results with practically th 
samo amount of supervision and exec 
utivii anxiety. If the commissioners had 
tho power 'to do public work withou 
recourse to 'the contract system, they 
could control the selection of the work 
ingmQii and BO prevent the outbursts o 
properly indignant sentiment that jus 
now give evidence of deep feeling on 
the part of the public. 


Other things being equal, tho day1 


labor system is preferable to the plan o 
letting contracts. It may be a debatabl 
question whether congress should go ti 
the other extreme and absolutely forbii 
contract work, although the labor com 
mittee makes a strong showing to sup 
port such a prohibition, but surely ther 
ought to be no delay in. repealing th 
law that now forbids district official 
from having the work done by day' 
work when in their judgment such : 
course would be advantageous to th 
city. 
The bill drawn up by tho labo 


committee deserves respectful attention.

Tlie communication is as follows: 
Editor of Daily Sun:—The horse trade 


made by the committee on streets is, I be- 
ievc, illegal. 


The mayqr, in my opinion, should order 


the; horses returned to tlie people, from 
whom the committee on streets believe 
they made a legal purchase. 


I expect that the members of the com- 


mittee ou streets who ordered the pur- 


sB of the hornes will approve the 


bill or ordtr tile chairman to do so. 


The comiuitr.es on accounts of tlie city 


council has made considerable fuss this 
year trying to convince the people that I 
tliey aro reformers. 


Here ib a chance for tliern to eiercise 


their supervision over a bill which I am 
told will uall for 
SSliOO -from tho city 


treasury. 


Here are the sections of the city ordi- 


nance whicli givo the committees of the 
city council their power to spend the 
money of taxpayers. 


Section 4, chapter 38, says the commit- 


tee on streets aud sewers are allowed to 
c-roato a debt agains't the city exceeding 
S2000 hut itjis specifically stated that stand- 
ing committees must abide by the provis- 
ions o! chapter l(i at the city ordinance. 


Section 5 of chapter 16 of the city ordi- 


nances reads: "In all cases where- the 
amount of any contract shall exceisd the 
snm of 3500 the contract shall be in writ- 
iug ami signed by tin: mayor on the pare 
if tbe city; and after being signed by the 
parlies no such contract shall be altered 
iu any partic-jhtr unless three fourths of 
tbu said committee shall signify their as- 
sent thereto in writing uuder their re- 
spective signatures indorsed on tbe said 
contract." 


I would like to ask ony member of the 


commi-tes; on streets or accounts if the 
mayor's signature wa.s secured 
before 


these horses were.purchased under con- 
tract. 


.It may be said that, the committee on 


strebts'in past years purchased horses in 
this manner but my answer is that this is 
no excuse particularly when Lowell has 
nearly reached its debt limit. 


Here is Chtj opportunity of the mayor 


and the committee on accounts. 
The 


mayor had not approved tbe contract up 
to the time of the purchase and good law- 
yers tell me that Shi) action of tlie com- 
mittee without the approval of tlie mayor 
does not bind the city. 


Auyway the test should be made. Send 


back tlie horses. If it does not have auy 
other effect it will prevent other commit- 
tees buying supplies without giving tax- 
payers the benefit.

Elab- 
orate preparation has been marie £01 
this event, and it Is expected that the at- 
tendance will be large and include some 
of the most distinguished electricians In 
this country. 


The convention Is that of the National 


Electric Light association, to which dele- 
gates have been sent repi-esenting, more 
than 10,000 electric lighting plants In the 
United States, whose aggregate capital 
is in excess ot 5750,000,000. 


The Industrial arts building has been 


the scene of great activity during the 
past 10 days and nights, and an enormous 
force 
of electricians and 
mechanics 


have been at work. 


The principal feature of the opening 


exercises will be the turning on of a cur- 
rent of electricity generated by the wa- 
ters of the Niagara river ;ln the great 
power house of tbe XlagaraTPower com- | 
party, which current of electricity will i 
be transmitted over an ordinal-}- tele-1 
graph wire of.'the "Western Union com-j 
par.y." The insulation of this lino Is such ; 
that no considerable ainountof electrical; 
energy for power purposes:can be trans- '> 
mltted. By the use of recently Invented ;

will be transmitted to establish beyond! 
question, It Is claimed, the feasibility of] 
long distance electric prjwefTransmls-.-j 
slon upon a commercial basis.

The governor will use upon this oc-, 


casion the gold key with which president 
Cleveland put In motion the wheels of 
Industry a-t the World's fair. Oovemoi 
Morton also, at the declaration that the 
exposition Is open, will discharge four 
pieces o£ artillery, one stationed In tho 
public square In Sa'n Francisco, one in, 
Augusta, Me., one in front of the public ' 
buildings of SL Paul and the other in a 
public park in New Orleans. This dis- 
charge \: also accomplished by a current 
of electricity generated In Niagara and 
transmitted over a telegraph line of the 
Postal Telegraph and Cable company. 
It Is with the sanction of the secretary 
of war that the government artillery 
service Is being brought Into requisition. 


The current of electricity which Is 


ti-ansmlttod from Niagara will be used 
In putting in motion a model of the Ni- 
agara power plant, recently constructed 
by a syndicate, at a cost of upwards 55,- 
OPO.OOO. This plant consists In a tunnel 
8000 feet In length, entered by a wheel- 
pit 186 feet !n depth, at the bottom ol 
which are mammoth turbine wheels, 
operating a shaft, on tlie top of which are 
immense_ electrical generators, with & 
capacity of 5000 horse power. The total 
weight of the turbine wheel sliaft and 
enumerator Is upward of 100 tons. This 
model, which Is shown and operated with 
Niagara current, is a cross section view 
of the tunnel, wheel pit and machinery, 
course of the river and, American .falls, 
the Islands and the Canadian frontier. 


Surrounding this model will be a series 


of telephones, which will be connected 
with receivers placed in Victoria park, 
on 
the Canadian side of the Niagara 


river. All present, as theywltneas the 
movement of the machinery by the cur- 
rent of Niagara, can hear distinctly the 
roar of the cataract. There will be alsc 
exhibited and operated a miniature sec- 
tion of the Erie canal, showing the cable 
way system of electrical canal boat pro- 
pulsion recently adopted by the state 01 
New York, and soon to be put In opera- 
tion upon the Erie canal. Floating upon 
this miniature canal will be a fleet ol 
model canal boats of recent design, pro 
p&Iled 
by 
the 
electric motor, which 


travels upon the cable by means of the 
electric current. 


Another feature of unusual interesl 


•will be the closing of a circuit around the 
world, by which a cable message wli: 
be sent, by Chauncey M. Denew, over thi; 
cables to Lisbon, through the Mediter- 
ranean and the Suez canal and the Rec 
sea to Aden: thence to Ceylon and Aus- 
tralia, returning by way of the Cape ol 
Good Hope, the African coast, the Bra- 
zilian cable, the land line to the City ol 
Mexico, thence by way of Saji. Franciscc 
to New York. This message Mr. Depeu 
will send from a cable which will 
be 


placed in a gallcory of the exposition 
bulldinsr. It will be addressed to and re- 
ceived by Edward D. Adams, president 
of the Niagara Power company, whose 
reply will be transmitted to and read b> 
Mr. Depew, who will follow with a brief 
address.

sible For Glovanni'd Death. 


Providence, May 4.—Coroner Lincoln 


has made a report showing that Giovan- 
ni Quara.hta, who WO.B aupposed to have 
committed suicide by drowning himself 
In Leonard pond last summer, was mur- 
dered by superstitious compatriots, who 
stood In awe of .the man, under the im- 
pression that he. waa in league with the 
devil and possessed unearthly power, 
which he had secured In barter Eor his 
own soul. A black book was found In 
the dead man's trunk, and printed Ir. 
Italian which. It Is said, contained ft 
Bljjned agreement between the devil and 
Quaranta, by which he delivered his sou] 
in exchange for .the de>il's power for 2C 
years. 
Quaranta had wonderful hyp- 


notic power over the men among whom 
he worked, and he spread a sr.ory, which 
was very generally believed, that by 
special arrangement with satan he was 
proof against steel, poison and ViulletB, 
and, therefore, drowning was the means 
used by his murderers to remove him. 


Tempted Providence. 


Niagara Falls, May 4.—F. C. Heine, a 


Prussian,. BO years of age, In a canoe- 
shaped boat, 10 feet In length, yesterday 


j sailed from .the milling district through 


j the hydraulic canal, out into the rapids, 


and over to within 300 feet of Goat Isl- 
and, then returned without any mishap 
whatever. The river was full of Ice, and 
everybody thought Heine and his boat 
would get wedgad In It and be carried 
over the tails. When within a stone's 
throw of Goat island the boat seemed to 


j be wedged in a rock, and as It swung 
i round and round with the current the 


2000 spectators expected to see it over- 
turned and Heine sent over tho falls. 
After resting about 10 minutes he started 
on the return trip. This was slow work, 
and a painful suspense hung over the 
crowds that watched Heine. Ho finally 
gained his point, and passing the Ni- 
agara Falls paper mills drifted down 
again and slowly turned Into the quiet

out by contract. It is doubtful ivhether 
such a provision would be inserted to- 
day if the law were to be re-enacted. 
The contract system is no Ion gern neces- 
sity, and the question is now raised 
•whether it is not rather a positive evil. 
The committee representing the labor 
organizations of the District that ap- 
peared yesterday before the District 
commissioners presented what was un- 
doubtedly a- very strong argument in 
favor of abolishing the system. The gang 
of Italian laborers imported here to work 
on tho Brookland sewer rjrived oppor- 
tunely, jnst in time to give an estra 
point to tho views pressed upon the nt' 
tention of the commissioners by the 
com- 


mittee. 


The community, the labor committee 


maintains, cau presumably do the work 
just as cheaply as the contractor, and 
when it is done it stands a far better 
chance of being well done. 
Tha com- 


munity therefore can spend on the work 
all that it would pay to tho contractor, 
and putting the profits to account it can 
get better results with practically tho 
same amount of supervision and exec- 
utive anxiety. If the commissioners had 
the power to do public work without 
recourse to the con'rrnct system, they 
could control Ihe selection of the work- 
ingraen nnd so prevent the outbursts of 
properly indignant sentiment that just 
now give evidence of deep feeling on 
the part of the public. 


Other things being equal, the day's 


labor system is preferable to the plan of 
letting contracts. It rnuy be n debatable 
question whether congress should go to 
tho other extreme and absolutely forbid 
contract work, although the labor 
com- 


mittee makes a strong showing to sup- 
port such a prohibition, but surely there 
ought to be no delay iu repealing tho 
law that now forbids district officials 
from having the work done by day's 
work when in their judgment such a 
course would bo advantageous to the 
city. 
Tho bill drawn' up by the labor 


committee deserves respectful attention.

A Taxpayer Speaks of That 


Horse Purchase, 


SAYS • THE 
••-• COMMITTEE VIO- 


LATED CITY OHDINANCES. 


Quotes Sections Which Reg- 


ulate Expenditures. 


An interesting communication from a 


taxpayer, who has had about ten years of 
experience in city government affairs, is 
printed below. 


Its perusal may enlighten some mem- 


bers of the city council on certain sections 
of the citj- ordinances, arid may ttlao 
prove to them the illegality of the re- 
cent horse purchase by the commutes on 
street1). 


Likewise, it should receive the careful 


consideration of the committee on ac- 
counts, which wLll meeL tomorrow, and 
will undoubtedly he called upon • to ap- 
prove that bill of 83200 for horses, i 


The communication is as follows: 
Editor of Dally Sun:—The horse trade 


made by the committee on streets is, I be- 
lieve, illegal. 


The mayor, in my opinion, should order 


the horses- returned 
to the people, from 


whom the committee, on streets believe 
they made a leRal purchase. 


I expect that the members of the com- 


mittee on streets who ordered the purr 
chase of the horses will 
approve the 


bill or order the chairman to do so. 


The committee on accounts of the city 


council has made considerable fuss this 
year trying to convince the people that 
they are reformers. 


Here is a chance for them to exercise 


their supervision over a bill which I am 
told will call for S3200 from the city 
treasury. 


Here are the sections of the city ordi- 


nance which give the committees of the 
city council their power to spend the 
money of taxpayers. 


Section 4, chapter 38, sa'ys the commit- 


tee on streets and sowers are allowed to 
create a debt against the city exceeding 
32000 but it is specifically stated that stand- 
ing committees must abide by the provis- 
ions of chapter 1G of the city ordinance. 


Section 5 of chapter 10 of the city ordi- 


nances reads: "In all cases where the 
amount of any contract shall exceed the 
sum of SSOO the contract shall be in writ- 
ing and signed by the mayor on the part 
of the city; and after being signed by the 
parties no such contract shall be altered 
in any particular unless three fourths of 
the said committee .thall signify their as- 
sent thereto in writing under their re- 
spective signatures indorsed on the said 
contract," 


• I would like to ask any member of 
the 


committee on streets or * accounts if the 
mayor's signature was secured 
before 


these horses were purchased under con- 
tract. 


It may be said that the committee on 


streets in past years purchased horses in 
this manner but my answer is that this is 
no excuse particularly when Lowell has 
nearly reached its debt limit. 


Here is the opportunity of the mayor 


and tho committee on accounts. 
The 


mayor had not approved the contract up 
txj'the time of the purchase and good law- 
yers tell me that the action of the com- 
mittee without the approval of the mayor 
does not bind the city. 


Anyway the test should be mode. Send 


back th.3 horses. 
If it does not have any 


other effect it'will prevent other commit 
tees buying supplies without giving tax- 
payers the benefit. 


Unless there are many hypocrites in 


Lowell there has been a demand that the 
mayor should have more power in matters 
of this kind. 


In this case the mayor and the cornmv 


tee on accounts havo the power. 
They 


should refuse to approve the bill and com- 
pel tbe committee on streets to return the 
horses.

agara power plant, recently constructed 
by a syndicate, at a cost 01 upwards $:i,- 
000,000. This plant consists in n. tunnel 
SOO'J feet in length, entered by a wheul- 
pit 186 feet in depth, at the bottom ol 
which are mammoth turbine wheels, 
operating a shaft, on the top of which are 
immense electrical generators, with a 
capacity of GOOO horse power. The total 
weight of the turbine wheel shaft and 
enumerator is upward of 100 tons. Thli 
model, which is shown and operated with 
Niagara current, is a cross section view 
of the tunnel, wheel pit and machinery, 
course of the river and American falls, 
the islands and the Canadian frontier. 


Surrounding this model will be a series 


of telephones, which will be connected 
with receivers placed In Victoria park, 
on 
the Canadian side of the Niagara 


river. All present, as they witness tho 
movement of the machinery by the cur- 
rent of Niagara, can hear distinctly tji* 
roar of the cataract.
